REMARKS 

Claims 35-46 and 53 are pending, with withdrawn claims 47-52 being cancelled. 

Applicant would like to thank Examiner Rimell for the courtesies extended to 
Applicant's representative, Mr. Jason Vick, during the March 3*^^ Personal Interview. During 
the interview, claim 35 was discussed and contrasted with the Depledge reference. At the 
Examiners request, and without conceding to the propriety of any outstanding rejections. 
Applicant has amended the independent claims to clarify that the encoding maintains the 
ordinal relationship among the words (as recited in claims 35 and 41), and encoding actual 
text in accordance with the created nomenclature, the encoding maintaining the collating 
sequence as recited in claim 53. 

Since it was agreed during the Personal Interview that the Depledge reference did not 
teach or suggest these features. Applicant submits all outstanding rejections have been 
overcome.
